Udall 
campaigned in South Dakota, which 
has 17 votes at the Democratic 
National Convention.

Udall said much the same thing 
about the timing of the South Dakota 
primary, where he hoped to score his 
first clear-cut victory in a year that 
has seen him finish second seven 
times, most often to Carter. Udall was 
endorsed by both South Dakota

The former Georgia governor an­ 
swered a question about the reaction of 
black voters to his campaign. “We’ve 
been doing very well throughout the 
country,” he said. “The problem with 
the 21st District (Cleveland) is that 
Congressman Louis Stokes has a slate 
of delegates and he asked me not to run 
any delegates in his district. 
“Well, we’ve been running delegates 
all over the country,” Carter added. 
“But I didn’t run against Gov. Wallace 
in Florida, I didn’t run against Udall in 
New Hampshire, I’m not running 
Against Louis Stokes, I’m running for 
president.” 
Udall also visited the Cleveland 
area, kissed babies and ate Polish 
sausage, but away from the crowds his 
strateg ists continued behind-the- 
scenes efforts to “smoke out” Carter. 
Udall’s efforts in the week before the 
Ohio primary will consist mainly of 
trying to get Carter to commit himself 
on issues on which Udall says Carter is 
ambiguous, aides to the

record in Congress also will be em­ 
phasized, according to Mark Shields, 
Udall’s campaign manager.

“We don’t care who’s sleeping with 
whom.” 
Requirmg an employe to provide sex 
as part of her job could violate a law 
against misuse of federal funds. 
“She (Miss Ray) has named other 
congressm en” involved in sexual 
activities with female House em­ 
ployes, the source said Monday, “but 
the question remains: Did the tax­ 
payer foot the bill?” 
With Congress returning today, 
there was expected to be new pressure 
on Hays to resign as chairman of the 
House Administration Committee and 
the 
Dem ocratic 
Congressional 
Campaign Committee. 
House Democratic Leader Thomas 
P. O’Neill has said he will tell Hays 
that some members of Congress think 
his problems may have a direct impact 
on their efforts to win re-election. 
“The institutional integrity of the 
Congress is at stake,” said Rep. Ken 
Hechler, D-W.Va. “The presumption 
of innocence, a fundamental American 
principle, must not blind us to the fact 
that serious charges appear to be 


unanswered and unexplained.” 
But Rep. James Gorman, DCalif., 
said simply: “I don’t want to see 
Wayne get hung prematurely.” 
Meanwhile, it was learned that Rep. 
Mendel Davis, D-S.C., is being 
questioned in the investigation. Davis 
hired Miss Ray last summer on the 
recommendation of Hays, a Democrat 
from Ohio. Miss Ray said she did no 
work and was on the government 
payroll only as Hays’ mistress. 


It was not known if Davis was 
questioned about matters beyond his 
decision to hire Miss Ray. 
Hays has admitted asking Davis to 
hire Miss Ray. He also acknowledges

Administration Committee staff but 
said she was hired to be a secretary 
and nothing else. 
Davis was in South Carolina on 
Monday, and could not be reached for 
comment. 
Miss Ray is likely to appear this 
week before a federal grand jury in­ 
vestigating the matter. She has been 
granted immunity from prosecution to 
testify. Hays may be invited to testify 
voluntarily before the grand jury. 
Miss Ray already has told federal 
investigators she lmows of six other 
women whose congressional jobs in­ 
volved providing sex to congressmen 
or their constituents, sources have 
said.

That's No t F u n n y

NEW YORK — On the appropriate 
theory that what the cou ntry needs is a 
good lau gh to see it throu gh the hard 
knocks, many people are wondering 
today which of the presidential 
hopefu ls has the best sense of hu mor. 
In almost ev ery election, one can­ 
didate stands ou t for his wit, and 
1976’s best chance for chu ckles cer­ 
tainly wou ld be Morris (Mo) Udall. A 
consistent loser in the primaries, he 
cannot ‘‘drop his droll” ev en in the 
face of adv ersity . It has cau sed some 
opponents to observ e testily , “Udall 
has a v ery fu nny following.” 
Jimmy Carter’s mother, Mrs. Iillian 
Carter, was asked whether her son had 
a good sense of hu mor and she said 
that of cou rse he does. Althou gh she 
cou ldn’t pinpoint a witticism off the top 
of her head, Mrs. Carter said that 
Jimmy , at home, was alway s say ing 
things that made the family lau gh. 
Any way , if he doesn’t say awfu lly 
amu sing things in his campaign 
speeches, he mu st — from the way he 
grins — be thinking them. 
Gov . Jerry Brown is said to hav e a 
nice sense of hu mor deep down; which 
is where it remains, as he stresses his 
y ou thfu l earnestness and candor on the 
constitu ency . 
President Ford is u prorariou s when 
he mu ddles the jokes the ghosts hav e 
prepared for him, and Ronald Reagan 
occasionally deliv ers fu nnies bu t, like 
the actor he is, is only as good as the 
material written for him. In the giv e- 
and-take of a press conference, neither 
Reagan nor Ford is spontaneou sly 
witty . 
Bill Adler, America’s foremost 
ex pert on the sense of hu mor (or lack 
of thereof) among politicians and 
Presidents, believ es that traditionally 
Democrats hav e been wittier than 
Repu blicans. No special reason. It ju st 
happens. 
Withou t disclosing his own political 
affiliation, Adler (au thor of su ch past 
best-sellers as “The Kennedy Wit," 
“The Stev enson Wit,” “ Presidential 
it” and “The Washington Wits” ) told 
me that it’s his belief that Franklin 
Delano Roosev elt was the greatest wit 
ev er to sit in the White Hou se. “He had 
a keen slightly sadistic hu mor, like 
Winston Chu rchill’s.” 
The nex t wittiest President in 
history , as seen by Adler, was John F. 
Kennedy . “The key to wit is being able 
to tu rn y ou r hu mor on y ou rself, and 
Kennedy was a master of that. He had 
sev eral things going against him: 
inex perience, a rich father and 
Catholicism. If y ou read his campaign 
speeches, y ou ’ll find he kidded himself 
in these areas before the opposition 
cou ld get at him. He was brilliant." 
If Hu bert Hu mphrey manages to 
wedge into this y ear’s political race at 
the last moment, the cou ntry might get 
a few mild lau ghs, Adler say s: 
“Hu mphrey isn’t great at being witty , 
bu t he’s better than av erage.” Last 
time ou t, "McGov ern certainly didn't 
giv e u s any lau ghs. And Nix on was too 
bu sy try ing to ‘make the grade’ all his 
life that he nev er dev eloped a good 
sense of hu mor. I also wrote a v olu me 
on Nix on’s wit. What I did was take a 
few lines from Lincoln — ou r last witty 


Repu blican President — and giv e them 
to Nix on.” 
Alder was a stau nch admirer of the 
late Adlai Stev enson, based on the 
Illinois Democrat’s hu mor. “ Adlai 
Stev enson, was a great, intellectu al 
wit, bu t u nfortu nately he ran ahead of 
his tu ne — when the American people 
still felt that hu mor was not par­ 
ticu larly desirable in a President.” 
Tru man has “a marv elou s sense of 
hu mor — ev en in the day s before 
scriptwriters,” Adler believ ed. 
As for Ly ndon Johnson, “he had a 
nice sense of hu mor, bu t was no wit.” 
The really “great wits,” who nev er 
managed to win their chance at the 
White Hou se, were former N.Y May or 
John Lindsay , and Arizona Sen. Barry 
Goldwater. “They wou ld hav e added 
enormou s 
hu morou s 
lu stre 
to 
American history ." 
Contrary to pu blic impression, Adler 
declared that Woodrow Wilson was a 


“v ery fu nny President.” And Calv in 
Coolidge was a “geniu s at barbed 
hu mor. When he was v ice president, 
Coolidge attended a dinner party . He 
had the repu tation of cou rse, for being 
tacitu rn. So a lady seated nex t to him 
remarked, ’Mr. Vice President, I 
made a little bet with a friend that I 
cou ld get y ou to say three words du ring 
dinner.’ Coolidge tu rned to her cooly 
and said, ‘You lose.’ ” 


Phil Adler also edited the “Kids’ 
letters to the F B I.,” “Kids ’ Letters 
From Camp,” and a dozen others. As a 
specialist, therefore, on politicians, 
and kids, he told me: 


“The great difference between kids 
and politicians is that kids hav e a 
great, 
sensitiv e 
awareness 
of 
ev ery thing going on arou nd them, bu t 
they ’re still naiv e enou gh to be honest. 
Politicians often are ex actly the op­ 
posite.”

Although she 
couldn't pinpoint a witticism off the top 
of her head, Mrs. Carter said that 
Jimmy, at home, was always saying 
things that made the family laugh. 
Anyway, if he doesn't say awfully 
amusing things in his campaign 
speeches, he must — from the way he 
grins — be thinking them. 
Gov. Jerry Brown is said to have a 
nice sense of humor deep down; which 
is where it remains, as he stresses his 
youthful earnestness and candor on the 
constituency. 
President Ford is uproarious when 
he muddles the jokes the ghosts have 
prepared for him, and Ronald Reagan 
occasionally delivers funnies but, like 
the actor he is, is only as good as the 
material written for him. In the give- 
and-take of a press conference, neither 
Reagan nor Ford is spontaneously 
witty. 
Bill Adler, America’s foremost 
expert on the sense of humor (or lack 
of thereof) among politicians and 
Presidents, believes that traditionally 
Democrats have been wittier than 
Republicans. No special reason. It just 
happens. 
Without disclosing his own political 
affiliation, Adler (author of such past 
best-sellers as “The Kennedy Wit,” 
“The Stevenson Wit,” “Presidential 
it” and “The Washington Wits”) told 
me that ifs his belief that Franklin 
Delano Roosevelt was the greatest wit 
ever to sit in the White House. “He had 
a keen slightly sadistic humor, like 
Winston Churchill’s." 
The next wittiest President in 
history, as seen by Adler, was John F. 
Kennedy. “The key to wit is being able 
to turn your humor on yourself, and 
Kennedy was a master of that. He had 
several things going against him: 
inexperience, a rich father and 
Catholicism. If you read his campaign 
speeches, you’ll find he kidded himself 
in these areas before the opposition 
could get at him. He was brilliant.” 
If Hubert Humphrey manages to 
wedge into this year’s political race at 
the last moment, the country might get 
a few mild laughs, 
Adler says: 
“Humphrey isn’t great at being witty, 
but he’s better than average.” Last 
time out, “McGovern certainly didn’t 
give us any laughs. And Nixon was too 
busy trying to make the grade’ all his 
life that he never developed a good 
sense of humor. I also wrote a volume 
on Nixon’s wit. What I did was take a 
few lines from Lincoln — our last witty 


Republican President — and give them 
to Nixon.” 
Alder was a staunch admirer of the 
late Adlai Stevenson, based on the 
Illinois Democrat’s humor. "Adlai 
Stevenson, was a great, intellectual 
wit, but unfortunately he ran ahead of 
his time — when the American people 
still felt that humor was not par­ 
ticularly desirable in a President.”

TTie May 22 weekend was typical, 
Gold says. One old apartment building 
and nine empty homes were set afire. 
Among Geveland’s arsons, about 800 
are vacant houses and at least half of 
those fires are set by juveniles, Gold 
says. 
Last May 5 produced three arsons, 
and youths were seen running from 
two of them where gasoline cans were 
found later, authorities say. 
They say the third was the aban­ 
doned house from which spread the 
flames that swept much of a three- 
block area, destroying or damaging 28 
homes and driving 60 families into the 
predawn streets. 
Gold says the only way to reduce the 
number of set fires in abandoned 
buildings is to enforce the city’s curfew 
and to tear down the buildings before 
arsonists set them ablaze.

“ All 
bankrupts,” 
wro te Charles 
l^mb in 1829 , "o ut to be hung .” 
In so say ing , the Eng lish essay ist 
was reflecting the histo ric v iew o f 
bankruptcy as a fo rm o f punishment. 
The debto r who co uld no t pay his bills 
had to be disciplined as an o bject 
lesso n to the rest o f the po pulace. 
Mo dem American law, ho wev er, 
do es no t case bankruptcy in this 
punitiv e ro le. Instead, it has these two 
basic purpo ses: 
1) to g iv e the o v erburdened debto r a 
fresh start; and 
2) to div ide his assets equitably 
amo ng his credito rs. 
But ev en to day it is the ho nest 
debto r, no t the deadbeat, who m 
bankruptcy is intended to help. Thus, 
bankruptcy do es no t o rdinarily wipe 
o ut a debt that was incurred by fraud. 
One man, realizing that he was 
ho pelessly inso lv ent, had papers 
drawn 
up 
fo r 
a 
declaratio n 
o f 
bankruptcy . But befo re actually filing 
the papers, he went o n a buy ing spree 
at sev eral department sto res with a 
still-g o o d credit card. 
Did bankruptcy reliev e him o f these 
debts? A co urt, finding his co nduct 
fraudulent, said no . 
“ No t co ntent to settle fo r a fresh 
start,” said the co urt, “ (he) abused 
the bankruptcy law. To the ex tent o f 
these ex cesses, (he) sho uld no t enjo y 
immunity fro m perso nal respo n­ 
sibility .” 
On the o ther hand, the law also 
demands fair dealing o n the part o f the 
credito r. Fo r ex ample: 
The applicatio n fo rm at a finance 
co mpany called fo r the bo rro wer to list 
“ all” o f his debts. One custo mer listed 
just two , but o nly because the manag er 
assured him that this wo uld be suf­ 
ficient. 
When he later went bankrupt, the 
co mpany insisted that his debt was no t 
wiped o ut because he had lied o n the 
applicatio n fo rm. But the co urt sided 
with the debto r. The co urt said if his 
statement was less than the who le 
truth, the co mpany had o nly itself to 
blame.

“All bankrupts,” wrote Charles 
I^imb in 1829, “out to be hung." 
In so saying, the F.nglish essayist 
was reflecting the historic view of 
bankruptcy as a form of punishment. 
The debtor who could not pay his bills 
had to be disciplined as an object 
lesson to the rest of the populace. 
Modem American law, however, 
does not case bankruptcy in this 
punitive role. Instead, it has these two 
basic purposes: 
1) to give the overburdened debtor a 
fresh start; and 
2) to divide his assets equitably 
among his creditors. 
But even today it is the honest 
debtor, not the deadbeat, whom 
bankruptcy is intended to help. Thus, 
bankruptcy does not ordinarily wipe 
out a debt that was incurred by fraud 
One man, realizing that he was 
hopelessly insolvent, had papers 
drawn 
up 
for 
a 
declaration 
of 
bankruptcy. But before actually filing 
the papers, he went on a buying spree 
at several department stores with a 
still-good credit card. 
Did bankruptcy relieve him of these 
debts? A court, finding his conduct 
fraudulent, said no. 
“Not content to settle for a fresh 
start,” said the court, "(he) abused 
the bankruptcy law. To the extent of 
these excesses, (he) should not enjoy 
immunity from personal respon­ 
sibility.” 
On the other hand, the law also 
demands fair dealing on the part of the 
creditor. For example: 
The application form at a finance 
company called for the borrower to list 
“all” of his debts. One customer listed 
just two, but only because Uh* manager 
assured him that this would be suf­ 
ficient. 
When he later went bankrupt, the 
company insisted that his debt was not 
wiped out because he had lied on the 
application form. But the court sided 
with the debtor. The court said if his 
statement was less than the whole 
truth, the company had only itself to 
blame.

There is ample reaso n fo r public 
co ncern. The steady rise in crime, 
much o f it co mmitted by seco nd and 
third 
o ffenders, 
has 
ex po sed 
weaknesses in o ur criminal justice 
sy stem and has pro mpted justifiable 
criticism fro m citizens in all seg ments 
o f o ur so ciety and fro m all areas o f the 
co untry . 
Tho se o fficial Unifo rm Crime 
Repo rts co mpiled by the Federal 
Bureau o f Inv estig atio n hav e fo r the 
past few y ears been the bearers o f bad 
news fo r law-abiding Americans, who 
are the po tential v ictims o f crime. The 
repo rt published this past No v ember 
rev ealed that serio us crime in this 
co untry ro se by a reco rd 17.6 per cent 
in 1974. 
Ho wev er, a recently co mpleted 
Census Bureau surv ey co ncluded that 
nearly fo ur times as many serio us 
crimes were co mmitted in 1974 as were 
repo rted by the FBI in its statistics. 
The FBI listed crimes repo rted by 
lo cal po lice departments, while the 
Census Bureau, in a study co nducted 
fo r the Law Enfo rcement Assistance 
Administratio n, pro jected its fig ures 
by interv iewing v ictims o f crimes. 
Fo r the sake o f co mpariso n, it is 
interesting to no te that the FBI had 
anno unced that the number o f serio us 
crimes in 1974 jumped by well o v er 17 
per cent to mo re than 10 millio n. The 
Census Bureau, o n the o ther hand, said 
that there were 39.6 millio n serio us 
crimes in 1974, co mpared to the 
prev io us y ear’s almo st 37 millio n. The 
bureau’s repo rt was based o n in­ 
terv iews in 65 ,000 ho mes and 15 ,000 
businesses. 
Public o pinio n o n the issue o f crime 
in America has been marked by fear 
and indifference. It is co mmo n to hear 
peo ple state that they wo uld g et in­ 
v o lv ed but are fearful to do so because 
the criminal will g et a slap o n the wrist 
in co urt and so o n be free fo r 
retaliatio n. 
That may be an unfo rtunate reac­ 
tio n, but under present circumstances, 
it is so mewhat understandable. 
Currently , v ery few lawbreakers are 
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fo rced to serv e any thing clo se to the 
time impo sed as a sentence by the 
judg e. 
Kno wing this, the criminal is hardly 
intimidated o r deterred by empty 
threats o f a lo ng priso n term. He is 
co nv inced that if co nv icted he wo uld be 
elig ible fo r paro le in a relativ ely sho rt 
time and so o n be back o n the streets to 
prey o n the law-abiding citizens who 
pay the salaries o f the judg es and the 
tax es that build and maintain the jails 
and priso ns. 
Washing to n, D. C., with its hig h 
crime rate, is a case in po int. Two o ut 
o f three perso ns arrested fo r serio us 
crimes there escape co nv ictio n. In the 
unlikely ev ent o f co nv ictio n, slig htly 
o v er half actually g o to jail. They also 
enjo y the benefit o f co ncurrent sen­ 
tences. What is wo rse, mo st o f tho se 
arrested fo r felo nies in the Natio n’s 
Capital hav e prio r criminal reco rds. 
Co ng ress did little to impro v e the 
situatio n when it enacted the Paro le 
Reo rg anizatio n Act o f 1975 during the 
last sessio n. I o ppo sed that leg islatio n, 
which unfo rtunately demo nstrated 
co ng ressio nal sy mpathy fo r the 
criminal instead o f respo nsibility to 
the inno cent v ictims o f crime. 
The act pro v ides that ev ery federal 
priso ner has a statuto ry rig ht to paro le 
at the end o f o ne-third o f his sentence 
unless the Paro le Co mmissio n finds 
reaso n fo r deny ing the paro le. It 
clearly sho ws that a life sentence do es 
no t mean a life sentence at all. 
Atto rney General Edward Lev i, who 
has called fo r federal sentencing 
standards, recently co mplained that 
punishment is no t swift and no t certain 
— and he is rig ht. We need impro v ed 
po lice apprehensio n o f criminals, 
speedier trials, and co nfinement fo r 
criminals who co mmit serio us and 
repeated crimes. 
We need less plea barg aining by 
pro secuto rs and less indiv idualized 
justice by lenient judg es. In sho rt, we 
need a chang e in prio rities. That 
chang e will co me less fro m the ex ­ 
penditure o f mo re federal do llars than 
fro m suppo rt fo r law enfo rcement 
ag encies at all lev els and acceptance 
o f the fact that crime is ev ery bo dy ’s 
business.

An all too familiar note was sounded 
this week by Vice President Nelson 
Rockefeller when he called for a get- 
tough policy against criminals and a 
return to individual responsibility. 
That same message has been heard 
throughout the Presidential primary 
campaigns, principally by President 
Ford, who some time ago called for 
mandatory jail sentences for nearly all 
convicted of a felonious crime. 
There is ample reason for public 
concern. The steady rise in crime, 
much of it committed by second and 
third 
offenders, 
has 
exposed 
weaknesses in our criminal justice 
system and has prompted justifiable 
criticism from citizens in all segments 
of our society and from all areas of the 
country. 
Those official Uniform Crime 
Reports compiled by the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation have for the 
past few years been the bearers of bad 
news for law-abiding Americans, who 
are the potential victims of crime. The 
report published this past November 
revealed that serious crime in this 
country rose by a record 17.6 per cent 
in 1974. 
However, a recently completed 
Census Bureau survey concluded that 
nearly four times as many serious 
crimes were committed in 1974 as were 
reported by the FBI in its statistics. 
The FBI listed crimes reported by 
local police departments, while the 
Census Bureau, in a study conducted 
for the Law Enforcement Assistance 
Administration, projected its figures 
by interviewing victims of crimes. 
For the sake of comparison, it is 
interesting to note that the FBI had 
announced that the number of serious 
crimes in 1974 jumped by well over 17 
per cent to more than IO million. The 
Census Bureau, on the other hand, said 
that there were 39.6 million serious 
crimes in 1974, compared to the 
previous year’s almost 37 million. The 
bureau’s report was based on in­ 
terviews in 65,000 homes and 15,000 
businesses. 
Public opinion on the issue of crime 
in America has been marked by fear 
and indifference. It is common to hear 
people state that they would get in­ 
volved but are fearful to do so because 
the criminal will get a slap on the wrist 
in court and soon be free for 
retaliation. 
That may be an unfortunate reac­ 
tion, but under present circumstances, 
it is somewhat understandable.

forced to serve anything close to the 
time imposed as a sentence by the 
judge. 
Knowing this, the criminal is hardly 
intimidated or deterred by empty 
threats of a long prison term. He is 
convinced that if convicted he would be 
eligible for parole in a relatively short 
time and soon be back on the streets to 
prey on the law-abiding citizens who 
pay the salaries of the judges and the 
taxes that build and maintain the jails 
and prisons. 
Washington, D. C., with its high 
crime rate, is a case in point. Two out 
of three persons arrested for serious 
crimes there escape conviction. In the 
unlikely event of conviction, slightly 
over half actually go to jail. They also 
enjoy the benefit of concurrent sen­ 
tences. What is worse, most of those 
arrested for felonies in the Nation’s 
Capital have prior criminal records. 
Congress did little to improve the 
situation when it enacted the Parole 
Reorganization Act of 1975 during the 
last session. I opposed that legislation, 
which unfortunately demonstrated 
congressional sympathy for the 
criminal instead of responsibility to 
the innocent victims of crime. 
The act provides that every federal 
prisoner has a statutory right to parole 
at the end of one-third of his sentence 
unless the Parole Commission finds 
reason for denying the parole. It 
clearly shows that a life sentence does 
not mean a life sentence at all. 
Attorney General Edward Levi, who 
has called for federal sentencing 
standards, recently complained that 
punishment is not swift and not certain 
— and he is right. We need improved 
police apprehension of criminals, 
speedier trials, and confinement for 
criminals who commit serious and 
repeated crimes. 
We need less plea bargaining by 
prosecutors and less individualized 
justice by lenient judges. In short, we 
need a change in priorities. That 
change will come less from the ex­ 
penditure of more federal dollars than 
from support for law enforcement 
agencies at all levels and acceptance 
of the fact that crime is everybody’s 
business.

March 7, 1782. Thirty-four of the vic­ 
tims were children. Two small boys 
escaped and the Moravian Indians at 
nearby Schoenbrunn learned of the 
massacre in time to flee. A state park 
on the site now honors the victims. 


In the decades immediately prior to 
and following 1850 as Ohio emerged 
from its frontier period, European 
writers, mainly English, vied with one 
another in commenting adversely on 
the state’s “rough and ready” man­ 
ners. Not the least of these was Charles 
Dickens who visited the state in 1842.

Indianapolis 500 race day forecast 
calls for partly sunny skies and 
temperatures in the mid 7te.” 
That forecast, with little variation, 
has been the official National Weather 
service statement on race day weather 
since at least 1973. But in that time, it 
has managed to rain somehow every 
race day. 
That was the forecast for Sunday's 
r a i n - w a s h e d , s h o r t e s t - e v e r 
Indianapolis 500, won by Johnny 
Rutherford, right up until 30 minutes 
before the race, when most of the 
estimated 400,000 persons were 
already inside Indianapolis Motor 
Speedway.

What is becoming known as the 
“Chamber of Commerce Weather 
Forecast” was defended Monday by 
the weather service as a legitimate 
forecast gone sour for the fourth year 
in a row. 
“We changed the forecast abort 
10:30 a.m. yesterday to a 60 per cent 
chance of rain,” said a weather ser­ 
vice spokesman, who agreed to discuss 
the forecast Monday only after being 
assured the conversation would not be 
tape recorded. 


“It was just one of those things,” he 
said. “There was a lot of thunderstorm 
activity in Missouri and Illinois when I 
came on duty yesterday at 7 a.m. The 
activity hadn’t shown any westward 
movement at all, but abort that time, 
an extensive batch of it started moving 
eastward. 
“That’s abort when we changed the 
forecast.” 
The spokesman also said he was in 
constant contact with officials at the 
speedway and warned them of the 
front. 
“I kept telling them this first batch 
was gonna come in and then we would 
have just abort two hours before the 
next batch of fairly heavy activity 
would come through,” the spokesman 
said. 


However, after the initial short 
shower that stopped the race after 255 
miles, it was announced over the 
public address system that “Gear 
skies are on the way. We expect to be 
racing again shortly.” 
A press box bulletin from the track 
advised, “Rain is reported as having 
stopped as near as Brownsburg, 20 
miles to the west.

That, of course, was completely 
different from what the weather 
bureau claims it said. 
When the race was finally called 
after a second, heavier shower hit at 
3:05 p.m., just after the field of cars 
had been ordered assembled for a re­ 
start, it was announced on the public 
address system, “There is heavy rain 
all over the area, and we have been 
advised there is no way to continue the 
race today. Therefore your 1976 


Indianapolis 500 champion is Johnny 
Rutherford.”

USDA Lags 
In Cutting 
Paperwork 


W ASHINGTON 
(AP) 
- 
The 
Agriculture Department, one of the 
government’s most prolific seekers of 
information from the public, is lagging 
behind in a goal set by President Ford 
to reduce that kind of paper work 10 
per cent by June 30.' 


As of March 31, with only three 
months to go, the department had cut 
its volume of questionnaires about 5.1 
per cent, l^ast Oct. 31, the benchmark 
used for the campaign, the department 
was using 794 “ repetitive” reports for 
gathering information from farmers 
and other citizens. The March 31 level 
was 754. 


The paper-work progress figures 
were included in a recent report by the 
Office of Management and Budget in 
the White House. 


When Ford earlier announced his 
campaign to reduce the reports, he 
said that 
“ American citizens are 
understandably exasperated by the 
complexity of reporting to the federal 
government” and directed that 
agencies produce “ prompt results” in 
reducing the volume of reports 10 per 
cent by June 30. 


According to the report, only the 
Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare had more questionnaires than 
the Agriculture Department when the 
campaign began. But by March 31, 
HEW had increased its reports eight- 
tenths of 1 per cent to 966 from 958 last 
fall.

The paper-work progress figures 
were included in a recent report by the 
Office of Management and Budget in 
the White House. 


When Ford earlier announced his 
campaign to reduce the reports, he 
said that “American citizens are 
understandably exasperated by the 
complexity of reporting to the federal 
government” and directed that 
agencies produce "prompt results” in 
reducing the volume of reports IO per 
cent by June 30. 


According to the report, only the 
Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare had more questionnaires than 
the Agriculture Department when the 
campaign began. But by March 31, 
HEW had increased its reports eight- 
tenths of I per cent to 966 from 958 last 
fall.

Poisonous Plant 
Tips Given By OSU 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - As the 
summer season approaches, two Ohio 
State University professors have some 
warnings about poisonous plants to 
stay away from—especially poison ' 
ivy. 
That plant along with poison oak and 
sumac account for more skin problems 
than all other substances, says Dr. 
Jack Beal, OSU professor of pharma­ 
cy. 
Dr. Philip Kozel, of the horticulture 
department, says poison oak and 
sumac aren’t a problem in Ohio but 
warns that poison ivy is rampant now 
and will remain very infectious for the 
next several weeks. 
“ It is very succulent and growing 
fast,” De. Kozel says. “ And the 
problem is so many people think they 
recognize poison ivy when they don’t.” 
He says varying growing conditions 
can cause it to take on several ap­ 
pearances. 
Other poisonous plants to watch for 
include nightshades, water hemlock, 
Jerusalem cherries, and castor plants, 
Dr. Beal says. 
The 
latter two 
are 
common 
houseplants and not dangerous unless 
the fruit is eaten. Nightshades grow in 
Ohio and the immature, pea-size fruit 
is especially toxic. Water hemlock root 
looks like that of the wild parsnip, he 
explained. 
But 
poison ivy 
is 
the 
most 
widespread complaint of those in the 
outdoors even if not the most serious, 
the professor said. 
The belief that some people are 
immune to poison ivy is a myth, Dr. 
Beal says. The degree of reaction to 
the plant varies. No one is 100 per cent 
immune, he added. 
Also false is the thought that 
physical contact with the plant must 
occur for infection. The rash can be 
contracted by touching any object 
which has brushed against the plant- 
even the family dog, said Dr. Beal.

BEALLSV1LLE, Ohio (AP) - Time 
has not been merciful on Earl Pittman. 
It hasn’t healed the emotional wounds 
of Vietnam. 
The bitterness of this picturesque 
village of 500 in the meadowlands of 
southern Ohio brought nationwide 
attention during the height of the Viet­ 
nam War. Seven of its young men, all 
graduates of the same high school, 
died during the 10-year conflict. It was 
a high price for such a small town to 
pay. 
One of those who died was Earl 
Pittman’s son, Jack, 20, his only child. 
On Monday, American legion Post 
768 gave a Memorial Day service and 
hardly anyone came. The service was 
held at a ¿one memorial at the face of 
the graveyard which was built only 
after the young men began dying in 
Vietnam. 
“ Where was it at?” asked the 56- 
year-old Pittman. “ I didn’t know about 
it.” 
The day before, on Sunday, the 30th 
of May, the traditional Memorial Day 
for years, Pittman puts flowers on his 
son’s grave. 
"That’s about all I could do,” he 
said. 
It’s been 10 years since his son died, 
and a year since Vietnam fell to the 
Communists. 
"It’s hard to forget,” he said. “ My 
only child. Yes, I’m bitter. Anybody 
would be. I feel he lost his life for 
nothing. We turned around and gave it 
all back to them. We might as well 
have given it to them to begin with.” 
Pittman said he also resents the 
130,000 Vietnamese refugees who fled 
to the United States. 
" I don’t think they should have 
come,” he said. “ There’s not enough 
work now, let alone bringing them 
here.”

Proxmire, D-Wis., called the agencies’ 
record “ a disgrace" and charged them 
with "eight years of outrageous 
inaction" since Congress passed the 
Fair Housing Act in 1968. 


The agencies are the Home Loan 
Bank Board, the Federal Reserve 
Board, the Federal Deposit Insurance 
Corp. and the Comptroller of the 
Currency. Only the Home Loan Bank 
Board, which regulates savings and 
loan associations, has issued an­ 
tidiscrimination rules, it said. 


The board includes "a civilrights 
compliance 
review 
in 
(its) 
examinations, but even that review is 
largely a checklist that accepts the in­ 
stitution’s own assessment of its 
performance,” the panel said. 
"The Federal Reserve Board and 
the FDIC have a more limited similar 
review. The Comptroller of the 
Currency does nothing more than 
check to see whether the ‘Equal 
lander’ poster is displayed." 
At hearings in March, the bank- 
regulatory agencies argued the 1968 
act "did not require them to take af­ 
firmative action," the report said. 
Proxmire charged, "As a con­ 
sequence of the agencies’ general 
nonenforcement policy, serious pat­ 
terns of mortgageloan discrimination 
still exist. Surveys have shown that 
minority loan applicants with the same 
creditworthiness as other applicants 
are routinely rejected at much higher 
rates.”

Thunderstorms continued today in 
Texas, but have subsided over most 
other sections of the country. 
Three tornadoes swooped down on 
south Central Texas during the night 
and thunderstorm activity early today 
increased in northwest Louisiana and 
sections of north and east Texas. The 
thunderstorms so far have produced 
only some strong winds and heavy 
rains. 
Other thunderstorms during the late 
evening roamed across central Illinois 
and northern Kentucky into Indiana 
and eastern Ohio to West Virginia, 
some also continued over the gulf 
states.

'The forecast for today is rain- 
showers over the Pacific Northwest 
Coast and scattered into the southwest 
portion of Idaho. Rain showers and 
occasional thunder storms will extend 
from New England through the lower 
Great I^ ikes, over the Ohio Valley, 
along the Appalachians into the lower 
Mississippi Valley and the Texas 
coastal plains. Showers will be scat­ 
tered along the Gulf of Mexico coast, 
over Florida and along the Atlantic 
coastal states. Temperatures will be 
warm from Maryland, along the 
Atlantic Coast states.

Washington, D.C., Sheila Gearhart 
waited in the three-bedroom home on a 
pleasant treelined street for word of 
her husband’s fate. The money her 
husband had promised to send her 
never arrived, so she applied for 
welfare. 


“ I had almost accepted the tact that 
I would never see him again,” Mrs. 
Gearhart said. “ And then April 1, bam, 
your husband’s been captured.” 


The new Angolan government said 
13 captured mercenaries, including 
two Americans, would be tried by a 30- 
member “ international free jury” 
composed of 
Angolans and their 
African and Cuban supporters. 
Three weeks later, the Angolans said 
the trial would be conducted instead by 
an Angolan “ people’s revolutionary 
tribunal.” They identified Gearhart 
and Acker as two of the defendants. 


Gearhart’s predicament has been 
extremely delicate for the U.S. 
government, which has no diplomatic 
relations with the Communist-backed 
government in Angola. 


A State Department spokesman said 
that the government is relying on the 
International Red Cross to protect the 
prisoners’ interests. To date, however, 
not even the Red Cross has seen the 
captured men. 
A spokesman for the Central 
Intelligence Agency, which spent 
millions of dollars in Angola, said it 
has no information on the prisoners 
and “ has only mild interest in the 
matter.” 
It is illegal to recruit mercenaries in 
the United States. It is also illegal for 
an American citizen to leave the 
country to fight in a foreign army, and 
conviction carries a $1,000 fine and up 
to three years in jail. 


“ There is absolutely nothing the U.S. 
government can do. They went over 
there in violation of American law and 
they happened to get caught,” the 
State Department spokesman said.

Wants Marriage

the twice-married companion of J. 
Paul Getty,

With Castro 


WASHINGTON (A P) - Despite 
warnings from the State Department, 
some U.S. firms are discussing trade 
opportunities with Prime Minister 
Fidel Castro’s government in Havana, 
a State Department spokesman says. 
“ We 
have 
discouraged 
these 
meetings,” John Ordway said Mon­ 
day. “ We don’t think they’re in the best 
interests of the company or the 
countries involved.” 
The United States broke off all 
relations with Cuba in 1961 and im­ 
posed restrictions making it illegal for 
any U.S. company to conduct trade 
with Cuba or to sign contracts for 
trade. 
“ However, there is nothing illegal 
about discussing trade opportunities 
for when the embargo is lifted,” 
Ordway said. 
Ordway said the department was 
aware that meetings have been taking 
place in Havana but said he could not 
identify the companies or say how long 
the practice has been going on. “ We 
have urged great caution to avoid 
violations of the law,” he said. 
The contacts were initially reported 
by Miami television station WCKT, 
which said at least four major U.S. 
corporations have sent representa­ 
tives to Havana in recent months at the 
Castro government’s expense to

portunities. 
Quoting unidentified sources, WCKT 
said the firms included one each from 
New York, Texas, Georgia and Illinois.

Given Doctorate

Tax Levy 


The 
Teays 
Valley 
Board 
of 
Education will have a bond issue on the 
June 8 ballot for 5.70 mills. The issue is 
to provide for constructing, furnishing 
and equipping a seventh and eighth 
grade junior high building and also to 
provide for certain improvements on 
the present school property. 
Presently, the Teays Valley High 
School houses all of the four high 
school grades plus the seventh and 
eighth grades and operates on a “split 
session” to accomodate the six grade 
levels. This operation has been in 
effect since the fall of 1971 and has 
resulted in limited five-hour schedules 
for the junior high students. 
The levy as it will appear on the 
ballot calls for $4,750,000 at an average 
of 5.70 mills over a 20-year period. 
Presently, the accepted tax rates for 
1975, payable in 1976, total 23.50 mills 
for all school purposes in the Teays 
Valley District. If the levy should pass, 
that total rate would increase to 29.20 
mills. The committee for the passage 
of the issue has compiled a list of data 
which shows that the state average for 
all school purposes is 34.54 mills.
